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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

The Secretary of Defense, acting as the 
executive Agent of the National Communi- 
cations System..." (NCS) "has requested 
the FCC to reverse its decision on Docket 
87-14 and keep 220-222 Mhz for Amateur- 
Radio use. In its Petition for Reconsider- 
ation...the NCS...condemns the reallocation 
Report and Order as inconsistent with the 
record of facts." The petition "...notes that 
the NCS had conducted intense delibera- 
tions in regard to the impact that reallo- 
cating 220-222 to land mobile use would 
have on the role of Amateur Radio as a 
resource to National Security Emergency 
Preparedness operations." "It is noted 
that the need to retain the allocation in 
the Amateur Radio Service was the reason 
that NCS had initially filed against the 
plan. "Since the Commission had unwisely 
decided to ignore NCS and other com- 
menters in its decision to proceed with the 
reallocation proposal, the NCS virtually 
demands the Commission to re-evaluate 
the action and retain the spectrum under 
consideration for Amateurs as this would 
best serve the public interest, convenience 
and. necessity." (Westlink Report, 
11/25/88); (ARRL Letter, 11/10/88; W5YI 
Report, 11/15/88). 


"The FCC has proposed a one megahertz 
expansion of the six meter repeater sub- 
band by issuing Private Radio Docket 
88527. "Currently, only 52-54 MHz is 
authorized for repeater operations. "If 
approved, the six meter repeater subband 
would run from 51.0 to 54.0 MHz." The 
expansion was requested by two southern 
California groups. "...the FCC noted that 
additional spectrum for repeaters would 
provide for more flexibility in the band." 
The Commission also noted "...it is con- 
cerned with the impact it might have on 
those few hams now using 51-52 MHz for 


other purposes." (Westlink Report, 
11/25/88; W5YI Report, 11/15/88). 
"The traditional...Morse Code is_ being 


replaced by the new and highly sophisti- 
cated Global Maritime Distress and 
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Safety System which transmits and 
receives messages automatically.” (via 
satellite). Some Amateurs are reported to 
" . have been looking into the possibility 
of supporting a no-code ham class similar 
to that of Canada."! "A major Amateur 
opposition to a no code ham class is based 
on a fear of outlaw CBers invading the 
ham bands." (Westlink Report, 11/25/88; 
W5YI Report, 11/15/88). 


"A Los Angeles man has been (fined $300) 
by the FCC for allegedly submitting a 
falsified Amateur Radio Service license 
application.” "The application indicated 
that ..."licensees W5YI and WB6NOA, 
acting as Volunteer Examiners, adminis- 
tered the Novice requirements to...(him) 
when in reality they did not." "...an FCC 
employee recognized one of the signatures 
on his license application as not being 
authentic.” ( Westlink Report, 11/25/88, 
W5YI Report, 11/15/88). 


In a letter to all volunteer Examination 
Coordinators FCC advised the maximum 
allowable fee they can collect will go up 
from $4.56 to $4.75 effective 01/01/89. The 
increase authorized is due to a 4.2 percent 
increase in the Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index. "There is no fee 
charged for prospective Novice class 
operator licenses." (ARRL Letter, 11/18/88; 
Westlink Report, 11/25/88; W5YI Report, 
11/15/88). 


An unlicensed Porter, Texas resident was 
recently convicted of transmitting obscene, 
indecent, and profane language in the 
Amateur two meter band. He was convict- 
ed of a felony count and sentenced to 
three years of supervised probation and a 
$1000 fine. In addition, he was restricted 
from purchasing or using any radio 
capable of operation on a frequency for 
which he does not have an FCC-issued 
license. The investigation was conducted 
by the FCC Houston Field office, in 
cooperation with the US Attorney’s Office. 
(ARRL Letter, 11/18/88). (Continued)

The ARRL has had two "initiatives" before 
the Congress one of which would have 
amended the FCC authorization bill to 
require it to enforce the rules in effect as 
of August 3, 1988 when the two meter 
band was still the full 220-225 Mhz. The 
amendment did not pass in the 100th 
Congress. However, "The second initiative 
fared much better! This was the Concur- 
rent Resolution offered in the House by 
Representative Dornan (#317) and in 
the Senate by Senator Wilson (#127). In 
the closing days of Congress, and with 
appropriate consultation, Senator Wilson 
came up with new Section 10: "(b) It is 
the sense of the Congress that - "(1) It 
strongly encourages and supports the 
Amateur Radio Service and its emergency 
communications efforts; and (2) Govern- 
ment agencies shall take into account the 
valuable contributions.made by Amateur 
Radio operators when considering actions 
affecting the Amateur Radio Service."The 
amendment was “accepted, the bill was 
agreed to in the Senate, the House con- 
curred, and it was signed by President 
Reagan late Thursday night, November 
8rd. "Section 10 does NOT turn back the 
clock to August 3, but it COULD become 
an important building block toward a 
solution to the 220-222 MHz problem with 
which Amateurs can live." (Westlink 
Report [W1UED/ARRL] 11/11/88); WoYI 
Report, 11/15/88). 


"There has been atonsiderable amount of 
discussion in Aamateur circles lately about 
the illegal "freeband" operation between 26 
and 28 MHz. "It appears the primary 
equipment being used for this illegal oper- 
ation is ..(a 10-meter) "Amateur trans- 
ceiver that is peddled nationally by CB 
shops and truck stops. "It is very easily 
modified to operate below the 10-meter 
band..." One Amateur (whose Dad is a 
trucker) advises that truck stops arrange 
for CB shops to modify the rig for $25 to 
"freeband" operation.:"...with an extremely 
simple modification...(it can)...be opened up 
to include full 26-30 MHz coverage." "The 
FCC recently busted a freebander...and 
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fined him $1,000 for transmitting on 
27.390 MHz - a frequency reserved for 
federal agencies.” (W5YI Report, 11/15/88) 


An 82 year old ex-FCC officer, Gus 
Howard, W5KM, has filed a petition for 
rule making with FCC to modify the Basis 
and Purpose of the Amateur rules to 
include; "Using the Amateur Service to 
interest. students in secondary school 
curricula and especially in science and 
Mathematics.” (W5YI Report, 11/15/88). 


In October, ’88 FCC modified the General 
Mobile Radio Service to enhance personal 
use. Licensing by businesses or organiza- 
tions is prohibited. "Anyone 18 and over 
can obtain a GMRS license and use the 
service for personal and __ business 
communications." The FCC said, "The 
Amateur service is unsuitable for typical 
GMRS.- personal communications that 
involve business matters, such as discus- 
sions of purchases." Many Amateurs use 
GMRS (at 460 MHz) for mobile communi- 
cations with spouses who are _ not 
interested in becoming hams.” (W5YI 
Report, 11/15/88). 


"DON’T THROW AWAY FCC Form 610s 
that show an expiration date of August 
31, 1988. "The FCC has elected to extend 
their expiration until August 31, 1991. 
"The form 610 is used for all Amateur 
license applications and requests for 
license modifications. (Westlink Report, 
1/11/88). 


WA6MPG/7 Reports "Seattle area hams 
have been plagued recently by bootlegging 
fisherman in the nearby Puget Sound. 
"the FCC is working with the Seattle 
Harbor Patrol in a joint effort to appre- 
hend them. (Westlink Report, 11/11/88). 


"Novice enhancement" should be renamed 
"Technician Enhancement" based on FCC 
licensing statistics recently released. "They 
show that the Technician Class license is 
the fastest growing of any class in the 
history of the US Amateur Service.

.-- RACES SUPPORTS DRILL AND DEMONSTRATION --- 


Montgomery County RACES was activated 
by the office of Emergency Management 
Planning (EMP) at 5:30 a.m. on Tuesday, 
October 11th. This was not a drill or 
the multiple incident disaster exercise 
originally planned for the David Taylor 
Research Center (DTRC) on that day. 
RACES was called upon to provide man- 
ning of the Disaster Operations Room 
(DOR) and to provide backup communica- 
tions to the County’s Command Bus, 
Field Comm One. 


Deputy Radio Officer, Al Taylor - KN3U 
and Net Control operator Charlie Newton - 
WA3HNN manning the RACES communi- 
cations position in the Disaster Operations 
Room, Montgomery County, MD. 
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Field Comm One was placed in service at 
the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) 
in Rockville, Maryland, by Montgomery 
County Police to assist with crowd 
control and field operations at a major 
demonstration by AIDS protesters. Dis- 
patched to the Command Bus by RACES 
were Radio Operator Jeff Horlick, KZ3F, 
and Deputy Radio Officer Ross Merlin, 
WA2WDT. Jeff and Ross provided both 
voice. and packet communications from 
Field Comm One back to the DOR on 
Amateur radio frequencies augmenting the 
already overloaded police channels. While 
the police used a telephone circuit brought

_ to the bus by Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone personnel, providing a data 
communications link for the Emergency 
Information System (EIS) computer on 
board, RACES established an alternate 
data link via Packet Radio. 


Because of earlier planning, RACES was 
prepared to meet the requests of EMP to 
assist with the AIDS protest demonstra- 
tion and the planned multiple  juris- 
dictional exercise at the David Taylor 
Research Center, Carderock, Maryland. 
This occurred regardless of several key 
RACES radio operators who were avail- 
able earlier but due to illness or new 
demands by their employers. could not 
make it at the last minute. 


Net Control Operator Bill Feidt, NG3K, 
and Second Operator Charlie Newton, 
WASHNN, provided communications at 
the DOR and Alison Skeel, N3EWE, 
established Net Operations at the exercise 


site on the grounds of DTRC.) Dave 
Sniffin, WA38TGH, activated the 
RACES/ARES Communications Van 


(AMCOMM) at Fire Station No. 5 in 
Kensington and brought it to DTRC. 


Radio operator Dave Sniffin, WA3TGH (L) 
and Jack Geist, N3BEK, provided ICS 
communications for the DTRC exercise. 


RACES Radio Officer Hank Black, 
N8ESR, assigned Deputy Radio Officer, Al 
Taylor, KN3U, in charge of operations at 
the DOR while he was at the Multiple 
Incident Demonstration Exercise at David 
Taylor Research Center. 
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Joining the AMCOMM Van at DTRC were 
Radio Operators Jack Geist, N3BEK, 
Harold Holmes, N38BRM, and John 
Ridgely, WA3YVU. Hank Black, N3ESR, 


has. previously detailed Ken 
Nichols, KA3KGL, to be an _ Official 
Photographer for RACES and © for 


Emergency Management Planning as later 
requested. Ken was able to _ photo- 
document the activities of both the DOR 
and the David Taylor exercise. Access to 
the FDA protest was not possible. 


The Multiple Incident Demonstration 
Exercise at DTRC involved three different 
scenarios: 


1) Montgomery County Special 
Evacuation Tactics Team performed a 
rescue of an unconscious man (a dummy) 
hanging from a 100 foot water tower; 

2) the extrication and rescue from a 
three car and truck accident involving a 
drunk driver and a truck carrying 
hazardous materials; and 

3) the control and extinguishment of a 
spilled fuel fire from the hazardous 
materials truck. 


Radio operator Harold Holmes, N3BRM 
and RACES Radio Officer Hank Black, 
N3ESR working with HAZMAT personnel 
to provide ICS back to the Command Post. 


At DTRC, RACES was called upon to 
simulate Incident Command System (ICS) 
communications by providing’ the 
AMCOMM van (in place of Field Comm 
one) and several radio operators.

The exercise was part of a National 
Fire Prevention Week Demonstration 
involving units from Montgomery County 
Fire Rescue Services, Fairfax County Fire 
Rescue Services, Fairfax County Fire and 
Rescue Services, Maryland and Virginia 
State Police, U.S. Park Police and its 
helicopter Eagle One, and Fairfax County 
Police Helicopter. In charge of the 
exercise was Captain Hugh Owens of 
DTRC Fire Department, Station 52. 


Mr. Richard Adams of WUSA (TV 
Channel 9) provided commentary for the 
event. He described to an audience of 
150 Montgomery County high school 
students and other invited guests the 
events as they unfolded. A simulated 
accident scene showed the tragic results of 
a drunk driver’s collision with other 
vehicles and a truck carrying hazardous 
materials. Fire and rescue workers from 
the Cabin John Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment along with teams from Fairfax 
County and David Taylor Fire Depart- 
ments demonstrated rescue techniques on 
"victims" of the accident. Evacuation of 
"victims" by helicopter was not possible as 
U.S. Park helicpoters was diverted for a 
real event and the Fairfax County 
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Helicopter was recalled back to Fairfax 
just as it landed at DTRC. 


The mood of the audience turned very 
somber once all the "victims", "dead" and 
"alive," were extricated and the scene 
became a site with flames shooting 50 
plus feet into the air with heavy black, 
dense smoke billowing hundreds of feet 
more. During the course of events, the 
news media were "on the scene” video- 
taping and news gathering. Without 
warning, RACES Radio Officer Hank 
Black, N3ESR, was "cornered" by the 
media to find out why the volunteers were 
there and what were they doing. Channel 
21 of Montgomery County Cable  Tele- 


- vision, TV Channel 5, Fairfax Cable TV, 


and other stations were all over the place. 


Before and during the 2-hour DTRC © 
exercise, Howard Lenhert, K3IOG, and 
Ross Reynolds, K3USO, were additional 
manpower for the DOR. As Murphy’s Law 
would have it, the telephones at the 
arrest detention site (Montgomery County 
Police and Fire Training Academy) would 
go out of service for a short period. 
Howard , K3IOG, was dispatched to that 
location with a 220 MHz Handheld as a 
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backup. Net Control Operations were con- 
ducted on the 224.94 MHz Rockville 
repeater. DOR and AMCOMM 220 radio 
units were provided through the courtesy 
of the NIHARC and NIH DMAT groups. 
Fireground communications involved two 
meters and at the FDA site 440 MHz was 
used. Packet was on 2 meters both at the 
FDA and DTRC sites and connected 
directly to WA3YOO, Montgomery County 
RACES. 


The DTRC exercise was concluded by 1 
p.m. but the FDA AIDS demonstration 
was still on-going where 176 people were 
arrested during the day. For Ross, 
WA2WDT, and Jeff, KZ3F, they became 
"captive" in the Command Bus as the 
crowds were so large, no one could come 
in or get out, so they were there for the 


KA3RZI. Events were lasting longer than 
anticipated but fortunately by 5:30 p.m. 
RACES was no longer needed and was 
deactivated. 


"On behalf of Montgomery County Emerg- 
ency Management, I want to thank you 
for your participation on October II," 
stated Kathleen Henning, Program Coor- 
dinator, Emergency Management Planning. 
"It was a potentially difficult task, coor- 
dinating the auxiliary communications for 
both an actual event (the AIDS Demon- 
stration), at the same time that we ran a 
simulation at David Taylor Research 
Center. Your participation was greatly 
appreciated and we look forward to con- 
tinued successes throughout this coming 
year. As always, R.A.C.E.S. volunteers 
demonstrated their competency and profes- 


duration! Tom Mindte, WB3DIO, relieved 
Howard, K3IOG, at the Training Academy 
and a relief crew was established for the 
DOR of Howard Hays, WB3KHQ; Ernest 
Wilcomb, W3MS; and Marian Hardy,

--- NEWS MEDIA GUIDELINES --- 


The ARRL has adopted a new set of guidelines for amateurs’ use when working with 
the media. The guidelines were developed by the ARRL Ad Hoc Committee on Amateur 
Radio and the Media. In developing the guidelines, the Committee agreed that it was 
essential they be easily understood, that the the average radio amateur is neither aware 
nor concerned with the nuances involved, and needs some simple, straight forward 
ground rules; nothing more. Input and comments were sought from both amateur 
community and the media. The guide lines are: 
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1. Amateur Radio operators may assist news media 
representatives in their efforts to gather 
information for relay to the public from areas 
where normal communications have been disrupted. 


2. Amateurs may ask questions of, or relay media 
questions to, amateurs in the emergency area. The 
responses may be electronically recorded by media 
representatives. 


3. Amateur Radio should not be used to assist the news 
media in gathering information when telephones or 
other commercial means of communications are 
available. 


4. Amateur Radio should not be used to facilitate the 
operation of any business. 


5. Amateur Radio operators should depend on their own 
judgement in dealing with the news media and in 
operating their station in the public interest, 
convenience, and necessity.

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American Radio Relay League Report 


By John Swafford -- W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of informa- 
tion published in the ARRL LETTER and other reports. 
The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active 
Radio Amateurs. Any League member may subscribe to 
the ARRL LETTER. 


ARRL GIVES FCC ITS OWN VERSION 
OF PART 97 REWRITE. ARRL has filed 
extensive comments with the FCC in 
response to the Commission’s proposed 
reorganization of the Amateur Radio rules 
(PR Docket No. 88-139). Annexed to the 
League’s comments, prepared by Counsel 
Christopher D. Imlay, was a complete 
rewrite of the rules developed by a 
committee of the ARRL Board of 
Directors. 


The League’s rewrite was developed over 
a seven-month period of intensive study 
by an ARRL working group consisting of 
Vice President George Wilson, W4OYI, 
and Directors Steve Mendelsohn, 
WA2DHF, Marshall Quiat, AGOX, and Rod 
Stafford, KB6ZV, with detailed support 
from the ARRL HQ staff. In addition, the 
committee digested countless comments of 
individual League members. The final 
document represents the interests of the 
broadest majority of Amateurs while 
protecting the needs of minorities with 
special interests. It was reviewed and 
approved by the ARRL Board of Directors 
by mail vote. 


The Committee noted that many of the 
comments filed early by individual radio 
Amateurs expressed opposition to certain 
provisions of the FCC’s proposed wording. 
A common thread in these comments was 
that the rules should allow for "due 
process of law" rather than FCC admin- 
istrative sanctions taken without judicial 
hearings. The ARRL rewrite took these 
comments into account and strengthened 
"due-process" provisions of the rules. 


The ARRL commended the FCC on its 
work to reorganize, modernize and clarify 
Part 97 of the Commission’s rules. The 
FCC had succeeded in reducing the length 
of the present rules from 30,073 words to 
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as its Vice Director for 8 years, 


24,397. The League’s rewrite further 
reduced the length to 17,045 words 
without eliminating necessary substance, 
and retained the basic structure of the 
rules as proposed by the FCC. The ARRL 
version is styled as "Part 96," a number 
not previously assigned to any portion of 
the FCC rules, to prevent confusion 
between old and proposed new rules. 


A copy of the ARRL filing, including the 
complete text of the proposed "Part 96" 
draft, will be sent shortly to each recipient 
of The ARRL Letter. Others may request 
a copy by sending a 9 x 12 inch self- 
addressed envelope with $1.25 postage to 
ARRL HQ.

"M-V" ISLAND A NEW DXCC COUNTRY! 
You might remember the Malyj Vysotskij 
Island operation as reported in ARRL 
Letter 14 (July 13, 1988)--well it is now 
officially a new DXCC country! 


The ARRL Awards Committee has 
unanimously ACCEPTED the DX Advisory 
Committee majority-decision recom- 
mendation to add Malyj Vysotskij Island 
to the DXCC Countries List by virtue of a 


commitment ARRL made in_ 1970. 
Additionally, the Awards Committee 
unanimously ENDORSED the DXAC 


finding that the 4J1FS operation of July 
1988 met the published accreditation 
criteria. 


M-V Island, located in the bay of Vyborg, 
Western USSR, was found in 1970 to 
qualify as a separate DXCC country under 
Point 3(b) of the Countries List Criteria, 
and was awaiting activation. The island, 
leased by Finland from USSR, is separated 
from Finland (OH) by intervening Soviet 
territory. 


In reviewing accreditation of the 4J1FS 
operation, the DXAC and the Awards 
Committee were troubled by the call sign 
prefix. In the course of discussion, 
however, it was the sense of the Awards 
Committee that M-V Island may very well 
have qualified under the now-defunct 
"separate administration" clause of the 
country criteria. (This clause was in 
effect when ARRL first approved M-V 
Island in 1970.) Under separate 
administration, the call sign would not 
have been an issue. 


DXCC credit will be given for contacts 
made with Malyj Vysotskij Island com- 
mencing with the July 1988 4J1FS 
operation. DXCC credit will be issued 
starting March 1, 1989. QSL cards 
submitted before that date will be 
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returned without credit. For further 
information contact Don Search, W3AZD, 
DXCC Manager at HQ.

SOVIET MIR OPERATION UPDATE. At 
press time Amateur Radio operations from 
the Soviet Space Station Mir have already 
begun. Cosmonauts Vladimir Titov and 
Musa Manarov are using the call, signs 
U1MIR and U2MIR, respectively. QSOs 
have been reported between the Soviet 
spacecraft and Bob McGwier, N4HY, as 
well as John Biro, KIKSY. Operations 
commenced on November 19. 


The Mir Amateur station consists of a 
quarterwave ground plane antenna 
mounted outside the spacecraft, and a 2 
watt Yaesu FT 290R FM transceiver, 
donated. by UA6HZ. According to our 
latest information the operation will be 
split frequency with the cosmonauts 
listening on 145.525 MHz (primary) and 
145.575 MHz (secondary). (Continued) 
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U1MIR will transmit on 145.550 MHz. 
The frequency selections were made based 
upon the 2 meter allocations for Europe, 
Africa, and much of Asia. As noted 
before, the cosmonauts will only operate 
U1MIR/U2MIR during crew rest and 
recreational periods and on weekends. 


Latest information at press time from Ed 
Kritsky, NT2X, says the cosmonauts are 
currently monitoring at all times, and 
have heard a number of stateside 
operators. 


JACK RAVENSCROFT, VES3SR, SK. 
Unless you are very new to Amateur 
Radio, you will remember the Ravenscroft 
RFI case in Canada. For the past three 
years, Jack was litigating a problem with 
a neighbor who had RF-susceptible equip- 
ment. An adverse lower court ruling took 
him off the air. The case was appealed, 
and finally a new ruling that, while not 
perfect, made it possible for Jack and for 
all Canadian Amateurs to carry on 
Amateur Radio activity without undue 
concern that a neighbor’s complaint would 
The Amateur Radio 
community will miss VE3SR. (Tnx CRRL) 


CANADIAN . LICENSE  RE-STRUC- 
TURING PROPOSAL. Communications 
Canada (Com) has prepared a_ draft 
version of its next-to-final proposal for 
restructuring Amateur licenses in Canada. 
Under the proposal there would be a “no 
code” VHF/UHF entry-level Certificate A; 
a 5-WPM code Certificate B permitting all 
modes on 3.5-4.0 MHz; a 12-WPM code 
Certificate C permitting all modes on the 
remaining HF bands; and an advanced 
technical Certificate D permitting use of 
homebuilt transmitting equipment and 
maximum legal power on bands allowed by 
the other certificates held. 


The current Com proposal spells out 
where existing Amateur license holders fit 
into the structure. All holders of present 
Amateur and Advanced Amateur 
certificates will be deemed by regulation to 
hold the new A, C and D certificates. 
That means all Canadian Amateurs 
holding present Amateur and Advanced 
Amateur Certificates may use all bands, 
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all modes, and maximum legal power. All 
holders of the present Digital certificate 
will be deemed to hold the new A and D 
certificates. What remains is publication 
in the Canada Gazette, which provides 
another opportunity for public comment 
and implementation of the new structure 
before the end of 1989. (TNX CRRL.)

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Amateur Radio in the USSR 
Dexter Anderson, WAKM 


Logically, we should have begun the first 
column with a word about the origins of 
the Soviet Radio Amateur Movement. 
We’ll do so with this second column, rely- 
ing mostly on a booklet entitled "Short- 
waver’s Guide." I recently received a copy 
of a 1986 edition of this booklet from its 
author, Boris G. Stepanov, UW3AX, surely 
the most prolific Soviet writer on Amateur 
Radio. He is Deputy Editor-in-Chief of 
the monthly magazine RADIO and editor 
of the twice-weekly column "On _ the 
Amateur Bands" -- often referenced by its 
Russian initials NLD. 


A chapter in the "Shortwaver’s Guide" 
contains a paragraph on the origins of the 
Soviet Radio Amateur Movement. It 
refers to governmental decisions in 1923 
and 1924 opening the way to a mass 
Radio Amateur movement. The first 
Amateur station in the country was set up 
by two Radio Amateurs, Fedor A. Lbov 
and V. Petrov from Nizhniy Novgorod 
(Renamed Gor’kiy in 1932). In January 
1925, the station went on the air with 
one-way transmissions, asking for recep- 
tion reports. Lbov himself had assigned 
the call sign R1FL to the station {Russia, 
First (station), Fedor, Lbov"}, which oper- 
ated with a power of 15 Watts on 96 
meters {3.125 MHz} and was heard in 
Iraq. Regular licensing of Amateur 
stations, the paragraph concludes, began 
in 1927. In this same early period, a 
"Society of the Friends of Radio," (the 
ODR) existed at various levels; RADIO 
AMATEUR, a direct predecessor of 
RADIO, began publication in 1924. 


There follows in "Shortwaver’s Guide" a 
section on the organizational structure of 
Amateur Radio in the USSR. It sheds 
some light on what to me remains, none- 
theless, an unclear relationship between 
two organizations -- the "FRS USSR" and 
the "CRC" --involved with running the 
Soviet Radio Amateur Movement at the 
national level. 


January 1989 


Federation of Radio Sport 
of the USSR (FRS USSR) 
The FRS USSR heads up the Radio 
Amateur movement. The FRS USSR, in 
turn, works under the direction of the 
Central Committee of "DOSAAF USSR." 
(DOSAAF, the "Voluntary Society for 
Assistance to the Army, Air Force, and 
Navy", is principally devoted to training 
pre-draft-age youth for military service 
and for employment in the national 
economy. The organization sponsors 
"technical and military-application forms 
of sport” such as motorcycle racing, para- 
chuting -- and Amateur Radio.) The high- 
est level body ("organ") of the FRS USSR 
is a Council ("Soviet") whose members 
serve for four years. They represent 
lower-level FRS’S, as well as sports and 
trade-union organizations, the Komsomol 
(the party youth organization), and other 
organizations interested in the develop- 
ment of "radiosport." The Council of the 
FRS USSR elects a Radio Amateur move- 
ment. Committees and commissions deal- 
ing with particular Radioamateur and 
Radiosport matters are attached to the 
Presidium. There has been talk recently 
of changing the name of the FRS to 
reflect more accurately its area of 
competence. One title suggested in 
RADIO of July 1988 is Radioamateur- 
Radiosport Federation.

(Following his 
death in 1971, the CRC was named after 
Ernst Teodorovich Krenkel’, who had 
chaired the FRS for years and who has 
been awarded the use of RAEM as his 
Amateur callsign for his feats as an Arctic 
explorer and communicator.)

: Lower Levels 
At the two levels below the national level, 
local FRS’s are organized, operating 
through local "sport-technical radio clubs." 


Distinction between 

Federations and Clubs 
The federations, while operating under the 
direction of DOSAAF, are governed by 
bodies many of whose members are from, 
and presumably owe primary allegiance to, 
other organizations. (Some of these organ- 
izations, such as the Komsomol, may be 
competitive to some degree with 
DOSAAF.) The federations appear to be 
principally deliberative in nature, having 
as a major purpose bringing together 
people with authority over resources so as 
to ensure material backing for the needs 
of the Amateur Radio movement -- in par- 
ticular premises and equipment. 


The Central Radio Club, on the other 
hand, though seldom labeled as such, is 
itself a DOSAAF institution. Officials and 
paid employees of the CRC and the lower- 
level clubs are presumably DOSAAF 
employees owing undiluted allegiance to 
the organization. The CRC is more opera- 
tional in nature, containing within its 
organizational structure the national QSL 
bureau and a laboratory. 


Areas of overlap, however, include dealings 
with foreign Radio Amateur organizations 
and sponsorship of contests ("compe- 
titions"), functions which the federations 
and clubs share.

SOWP loses two Founding Members 
John F. DeBardeleben 


John F. ("Tex") DeBardeleben, WATE. Tex became a Silent Key on Thanksgiving Day, 
November 24, after an extended illness. First licensed in 1925 as 5XAU, he held calls 
5PK, W5PK, W5GR, W3CN and W4TE. Tex had been well known in the local Amateur 
community since the late 1950’s and was former Chief of Emergency Communications 
Resources Branch of the FCC. He was President of the Foundation for Amateur Radio 
in 1966 and 1967 and served as Advertising Manager and/or Circulation Manager of the 
Auto-Call for 14 years - from late 1961 to July 1975. He was a founder and first 
president of Chapter X of the Society of Wireless Pioneers, Life Member of QCWA and 
ARRL, an avid Traffic Hound and active in a number of clubs and organizations up 
until his illness in 1977. He was a 32° Mason and Shriner and past Patron of Faith 
Chapter of Eastern Star. 


In the early ’30s Tex operated as "Sparks" aboard the SS Bessemer City and spent 
several years in broadcasting in Houston, Tx. At the beginning of WW-II he went to 
work with the famous Radio Intelligence Division of the FCC, serving under George 
Sterling, WIAE. The exploits of the RID have been publicized in a number of 
magazines and books and were dramatized on a Gangbusters radio program. Some of 
Tex’s experiences were highlighted in these reports. He retired from the Commission in 
1967, after 27 years of service. He is survived by his wife, Ethel - K4LMB, and his son 
Frederick of Virginia Beach. 


Tony Tamburino, K4BX 


Tony Tamburino - K4BX became a Silent Key on November 16. He was a charter 
member of SOWP Chapter X of the Society of Wireless Pioneers and the Chapter’s only 
remaining Senior Spark Gap Pioneer.

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Resolving Interference Problems 
Editor’s Editorial 


"Self-Help Methods" to Resolve Interference" is the title of a Public Service News Release 
issued by the Baltimore office of the Federal Communications Commission. | 


The office is waging an aggressive campaign to educate the public on how to resolve 
interference they may be experiencing to televisions, stereos, computers, telephone 
equipment and other home electronic entertainment equipment. The office offers 
"specially prepared interference handbooks (...) for more detailed information on locating 
and resolving interference...,". and a pamphlet "Consumers Should Know Something 
About Interference," has been prepared by the FCC and EIA.! 


Some good tips are provided on how to identify different types of interference and step- 
by-step methods on trying to resolve the problems. Unfortunately, the Public Service 
News Release perpetuates our perennial problem by suggesting. "If the interference 
appears to be from a radio transmitter, try to locate the station by looking for an 
unusual antenna on a nearby residence or building." This is pretty generally translated 
as, "it’s probably coming from a ham." In actual fact, Field Operations Bureau officials 
of the FCC have stated, Amateur transmitters are found responsible for only a very 
small percentage of the interference complaints they receive. Perhaps the Amateur 
community needs to do some more educating of its own! We’d like to see the news 
release give us a little more benefit of the doubt. The release does suggest that the 
complainant "contact the station operator" ... and run some on-off tests to determine if 
the station is the cause. At least this approach would give us a chance to demonstrate 
when we are not the cause. | 


FCC Public Affairs Specialist Marlene Jackson, at the Baltimore Office seems to be 
genuinely interested in working with the Amateur community on the interference 
problem and we are hoping to have some articles from her for publication in the Auto- 
Call. In the early ’60s there was an effective TVI Committee in the local area. This 
may be a good time to re-activate that committee and renew the close association we 
had then with the FCC. We can work together to good advantage.
